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(1) The AiflSENDORF Plant is the former Buckau Chemical Plant, 95 percent 
of which was owned by the former T* H. Goldschmidt Corporation in ESSEN* 

In 1943 it was turned into a plant of the Alcidi WB (Z). This plant 
had the following production program in 1937 and 1933: caustic potash lye, 
solid caustic potash, caustic soda solution, sodium thiosulphate, barium 
chloride, liquid chlorine, chloride of lime, chlorinated rubber, sulphur 
chloride, solid sine chloride, chemically and technically pure ferric 
chloride, soda crystals, cold tar, sodium bicarbonate, liquid and 
solid sodium hydrosulphide, potash, hydrochloric acid, calcined soda, 
sodium sulphide, sulphuric acid, sulphate, sulphuryl chloride, carbon 
tetrachloride free from sulphur, compressed hydrogen, sine ammonium
